(without remedie) hath giuen mee time to 
breath, I will performe the dutie I owe you 
in letting you Rr.ow it, and thus it happened:

tall the fourteenth of May latt, A daye 


which many Aftrologians haue iudged 
fatall co his Maicſty, wherot he was ad- 
uertiſcd both by the Queene ,, and by 
Mons*. de Vendoſme, with requeit not to 
goc abroad thatday. But hee (not be- 


to, . . . -. 
 heuing Prediftions,) ſayd, that it was 


an offence to God to giue credit vnto 
them, and that hauing God for his 
guarde hee feared no: man ; yet was 
hee almoſt all that morning at his pray- 
ers, and then went to walke at the Tuil- 
Icriecs, where being in the great Galle- 
ric, this wretch thoughtto cxccute his 
deſeigne,, but being put by by Morſ*. 
de. Veudoſme_, talking with the King, 
heercſolued to atterapt hum no further 
at thattime , bnr returned to attend ar 
the Lore, wnere hetarrycd vntill foure 


of the clocke in the afternoone, ſitting 


{hew 
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ſhew onely to behold the lackies play- 


ing in the Court. At which time the 
King cauſed his Coach to bee brought 
to goe to the Arcenaleto ſee Mons:{ de, 
Sullie who was there ſomewhat in indiſ- 
poſition. The King fat inthe hinder end 
of the Coach accompanyed with the 
Dukes de Vendoſme_, Montbaſſfon 4d” 
Efpernon, and- Mons*. le, Grand, and 
ſo went forward without ſuffering any 
of his Guarde to follow him, being very 
confident, and- yct after dinner before 
he went out of his Cabinet, he fell-to his 
prayers againe within his wardrobe. 


Paſſing through the ſtreete called /a 
Ferronerie , which leadeth into Saint 
Denis ſtreet, a Cartor Waggon crofſt his 
Coach and cauſcd it to ſtoppe. This: 
villaine which followedit ( ſeeing the 
King behind in the Coach leaning to- 


wards the boote thereof, totalke with: 


Mons*. 4" Eſpernon, and being without a 


cloake ta put his-arme out at the open

place betwixt the two Hindermott pil-: 
lars of the Coach, and ſo the lctt{1de na- 
ked without defence of his arme, which 
the King in talking leaned vpon on the 
other {ide ) ſtabbed at him with a knife 
of a footelong, butthe thruſt ranne a. 
long thethird ribbe and was not deadly. 
Whereat the King crying 1am hurt, but 


it # nothing, this curſed wretch redou- 


bled his blowe, which went right to the 
heart, and would haue giuen him the 
third, but that Mons". de Monrbaſon 
caught hold of his arme. Ar this ſe- 
cond blowe his Maicſtie fell downe vp- 
pon his face dead,and was carryed to the 
Lowre, wherethe Queen was, repoſing 
ker ſelfe after the great trauaile ſhee en-- 
dured the daye before at her corona- 
tion, 


This great Princet]e beholding this 
ſad ſpe&acle, fell twice into a ſwound, 
(the generolitie of her minde and the. 
grcatnelle of her ſorrowe, ſtoppingthe 

foun-

fountaine of teares.) Then comming 


to her ſeltc againe, with a manly cou- 
rage pluckt vp herſpirits, and comman- 


ded the Dukes de Guiſe, and & Efpernon, 


(being the principall of thoſe ſhee ſawe 
about her) togiue order forthe ſafety 
of the young King and his bretheren, 
and of the Citty of Paris, which they 
promiſed ro doe : and going out of the 
Chamber embraced one another, and 


ſware friend{hippe and loue, with pro- 


teſtation neuer to remember old enmi- 


| tie, Thelikegid Moysr, a Eſpernon to 
Mons: , Montigny,with-whome meeting, 
he ſayd, Sir, you and your brother are 


the men to whome I haue wiſhed moſt 
harme of any in the world, butnow 1 


| will bee a friend to you both, and doe 
| praye you to bee {o to mee, tothe end 
wee may the better ſerue ourKing and

Theſayd Duke & Efpernon that daye 
fhewed great effcQs of his fidelity, tor 
Þ with 
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with the Regiment of Guards hee ſecu- 


red the King, Quecne, and late kings 


Children, and alſo the Citty of Parr, 
ſctting Courts of guard 1n all publicke 
places, which notwithſtand were ofno 
vic. 


For the poore people were fo confu- 
{cd with forrowe, that a man could ſee 
them doe nothing elſe but goe wayling 
vp and downe the ſtrectes, lamenting 


_ thelolle of their King. Infomuch as 


they durſt not carrye this wretched vil- 


laineto priſon, for feare the ſorrowe of 


the people ſhould haue turned into fu- 
rie vppon him, ſo that hee was faine to 


be kept Fourc and twenty hourcs at the 
HosStell de Retts. 


The ſame daye the Marſhalles of 
Fraunce and Othcers of the Crowne, 
tooke their oaths to the King & Queen, 
and the Parliament atlembling at ſixe of 


_ theclockeinthe cuening, declared the 


Queene 
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Queene Regent during the minoritic 
of her Sonne, and prayed her to bring 
the King tothe Pallace the next daye, to 
ſit vppon his ſeate of Iuſtice, and fo he 
a: 


The King was accompanyed with 
the Prince of Conty, the Duke d' Angui- 
en (the Ceunte Soiſons being abſent):and 
with the Dukes de. Guiſe, de. Sulle-., 
and & Eſpernon, and with the Marthalles 
of Fraunce-, Larvardin, Briſac, and Boy- 
dolphin. 


Mons* . de, Fer-vaques was ſent away 
in thenight by the Queenes commaun- 
dement to goe to his gouernment, ſo al- 
fo was Mons*, S$, Pole, and many other 
TOUCrnOUrs, | 


All thoſe which accompanyed the 
King were on foote;the Conſtable, Car- 
dinalles, and Eccleftaſticall Peeres were 
zone before to take their places, and ſo

Counte Soiffons arrived on Monday 
following the Scaucntcenth ofthis mo- 
neth , about twoo of the clocke after 
noone,accompanicd with Fiue hundred 
Horſes, of thoſe which hee brought 
with him, and ſuch as went forth to 
meccte him, two Marſhalles of Fraunce 


going to him to Saint Clou, where hee 
dyned, 


Heealightedat the Lowre,and com- 
ming to the Queenes preſence, gaue 
teſtimonieby his tcares, that hepartici- 
pated of hergreefe : Hepromiſed the 


King all aſſiſtance, euen to the laſt drop 
of his bloud. 


Mons*. Praſlme was diſpatched away 
te the armie,to holde ſome order of dif- 


cipline vntill the coming of the Dukes 
de Neuers and Bullion,
